NOTICES OF SUBSTANTIVE POLICY STATEMENTS

The Administrative Procedure Act requires the publication of substantive policy statements issued by agencies (A.R.S. § 41-

Summary of the contents of the substantive policy statement:

Arizona Revised Statutes currently provides that “Christian Science Nurses” who perform religious services are
exempt from the Nurse Practice Act. This Substantive Policy Statement clarifies their exemption.

A “Christian Science Nurse” who performs religious services is exempt from the nurse practice act as it relates to title
protection. A person working as a “Christian Science Nurse” would not be subject to enforcement action for using the
full title “Christian Science Nurse” and could lawfully use that full title while providing services that fall within the
exemption in A.R.S. § 32-1631. A “Christian Science Nurse” could not use the abbreviated title, “Nurse” unless also
currently licensed to practice in Arizona or another Compact state as a RN or LPN.
